If "young hopeful" some- 
times forgot the precepts of maturer 
wisdom, if he thoughtlessly thrust out 
his plate for more before the rest of the 
company were done, his lapse of mem- 
ory was trenerally assisted by a sharp 
reprimand, and instead of the savory 
ragout or ]t:icy tipsy cake upon which 
he had «o greedily set h!s heart lie was

In this way tlie lesson sank deeper. 


But the little urchin was evidently of 
opinion that others besides himself 
should profit by it, so he applied it in 
his own childish way to his friends the 
birds and tl.e boasts.

Tlje 
lebt is recapitulated as follows: Inter- 
est bearing debt. .$982,040,090; debt on 
which interest has ceased since ma- 
turity, $1,393,020; debt bearing no in- 
terest, $382,287,411; total, $1.300,321,- 
121. This amount, however, does not 
Include $780,033,089 in certificates and 
treasury notes outstanding which are 
affset by an equal amount of cash held 
for their redemption.

mite as compared to other explosives Is 
lhat its action is downward. 
Often 


when Iu a quarry It is desired to break 
a huge rock quickly a cartridge of dy- 
namite Is simply placed oa top of the 
rock and after being covered with a lit- 
tle heap of earth Is set oft'. The rock is 
split into a number of pieces. 
Were 


black powder heaped ou a rock in the 
same way the heap of dirt on top 
would simply be blown away, leaving 
the rock unharmed. This downward 
action of dynamite makes It at once 
the most useful and the most powerful 
of explosives known. 


.1 once assisted at a number of exper- 


iments at the Stevens institute, it be- 
ing desired to prove the downward ac- 
tion of dynamite and its incredible 
force. A number of blocks of Iron six 
Inches in diameter and three inches 
thick were practiced upon. An ordi- 
nary newspaper was spread over one 
of the blocks. 
A cartridge of dyna- 


mite was placed on top of the paper, 
and after being- connected with a fuse 
and covered with a heap of dirt the 
charge was set off. 


When the block was examined after 


the explosion, tho print of the pa pel- 
was distinctly impressed into the sur- 
face of the iron. The reason w as that 
the paper where the printer's ink had 
touched it was harder than the rest of 
the paper, and by the incredibly hard 
and sudden blow struck by the dyna- 
mite the imprint of the shape of the 
letters was made as plainly on tbe iron 
as if it had been cheese. A similar ex- 
periment was then made with an ordi- 
nary oak leaf, and the outline of the 
leaf, ribs and all, were gouged Into tin? 
Iron. Both of these blocks of iron are 
Jn the museum attached to the itistl- 
fute.—-New York Times.

Hut little sleep he got 
that night, for Lnvvton wanted to com- 
mand that expedition, and lie declared 
that nothing else on earth would satis- 
fy him. Ho ssit up half the night irn- 
prehbing his visitor with his fitness for 
the comu.ni ud. 


Major Kimball had hennl of Lawton 


before, as Indeed bad all the army. Ills 
fame as a fighter was second to none. 
In secret lie bud formulated plans for 
tin- capture of the Apache chieftain, 
nnd there was not a detail that bad 
been overlooked. Lie outlined to Major 
Kimball his ideas of how a successful 
campalnu against tbe Apaches should 
be conducted, and iu conclusion ho pro- 
duced u letter from a former colonel 
who had recently been made a briga- 
dier general. Tho writer, In recom- 
mending Captain Lawton for promo- 
tion, said that he felt that Law ton waa 
a man of so line a record and soldierly 
attainments that he hesitated In recom- 
mending a man whom ho knew was 
vastly superior to himself- "I feel," 
concluded the new brigadier general, 
"that Law ton should bo recommondiriK 
inc. It is assumption on my part to 
prnlso him. lie- is above such praise MS 
mine."

"Duung our first year in Colorado," 


*aid the ex-ranchman's wife, "my daugh- 
ter and mybolt' weie desperately lone- 
B0in«, anil for the girl's sake more than i 
for my oun I urged my husband to try 
his utmost and get a piano brought there. 
A Colorado ranch was then much far- 
ther fiom any point of civilizatiem than 
it is today, and for a long time the feat 
boomed hopeless, hut at last, after long 
and tedious effort, an instrument found 
its way to our wilderness. 


"My daughter had a fairly good mu- 


sical education before we went to the 
Hindi, and after the ariival of the piauo 
bhe spent all her leisure time at it. One 
evening, about two weeks after it came, 
she had spent a couple of hours practic- 
ing some of Chopin's waltzes; then she 
struck into the nocturnes. Chopin is my 
favorite among the composers. While I 
sat there listening intently, my elbow 
resting on a tahle beside me nnd my head 
ou my hand, I felt myself impelled to go 
to the window aud look out. I had heard 
no sound, everything was as still as 
death, but there was just a consciousness 
that something was outside. 


"I moM'd cautiouslj, peered out slowly

Its body was, perfectly still, its head 
poised in a listening attitude and swaying 
slightly from side to t.ide, as if in rhyth- 
mic movement with the music. I did not 
see this all at once.

It was _vg 
splendor, but a child of the wun," 
gave life nnd beauty to the sand 
desert, and, lo, when we look UROJU 
magic city, with its wonderful to\vei-b an 
pillars and river, has vanished like a 
shooting star! 


Along the Colorado river the mirage is 


frequent. Sometimes the objects are re- 
versed and appear to be upside down, 
sometimes vertical—that is. standing one 
above the other. The scientists say that 
these mirages are caused by the heating 
of the sand, the atmosphere being of 
much higher temperature near tho sur- 
face, where it expands rapidly, but lea\os 
the greater volume of air above dense; 
thnt the sun striking the air obliquely 
forms an angle of light because it passes 
uniformly through the dense- air, 
but 


when reaching the diffused air it pierces 
more rapidly and inclines straight to- 
ward tho earth instead of obliquely, with 
a tendency to turn back toward the 
denser atmosphere. This angle of light 
causes a reflection. The objects on the 
c-tirlh ore shadowed in tho lower strata 
and reflected from that upon the higher. 
And yet this was not a satisfactory ex- 
planation to us, for the mirage astonish- 
ed and aroused us after the sun had gone. 


One evening we were sitting on the 


steps of a ranch cabin when, looking to- 
ward the swuth, wo saw a magnificent 
monastery. We were surprised thut we 
had not soon it before. 
It was then, 


growing dark, and we could see it until 
total darkness closed. In the morning it 
was gone. 
The next morning we were 


aroused before daylight in order that we 
might see the train at The Needles, about 
SO miles south. 
Wo could sec- the cars 


plainly, as well as tho men. 
The whole 


scone seemed but a few hundred yards 
away. This, we were told, may be ob- 
served almost any morning in the year. 


The next surprise the mirage gave ns 


was noar the Pagago Indian reservation. 
One morning we were presented the pic- 
ture of a lively city. The houses and the 
markets were plain, and tne inhabitants, 
wearing their serapes and sombreros. 
Many were going to church, the water 
carriers wero hurrying about, men on 
mustangs were going here and there and ; 
there was no mistaking the fact that it! 
was a real city. We learned afterward 
that it was the town of Magdalena, Mex- 
ico, a hundred miles or more south. 


But the most wonderful of all the 


scenes is that of the Jim Jam. valley, in 
the San Bernardino mountains, over the 
Arizona line in southern California. From. 
Yuroa to the mountains we passed many 
scenes, the most interesting being ths 
mud "volcanoes." The mud is thrown, 
up from many openings, some springs 
spouting several feet in height. There is 
a continual making and destruction of 
mud pies. These so called volcanoes are 
sometimes below sea level and generally 
quite cold, though a few are boiling hot. 
Both are accompanied by a rumbling 
noise. One sees the skeletons of many 
birds that in their search of water have 
perished by the fumes of the "volcanoes." 
We saw the remains of mocking birds, 
golden eagles nnd the Mexican snowbird. 


When, we entered the Jim Jam. valley 


through Dead Man's pass, the sun was 
shining brilliantly. We had not gone far 
when we witnessed strange things. The 
walls of the cliffs are frightfully seared 
and the peaks twisted into fer-tured 
forms. 
Not a living creature ol%_ any 


kind inhabits the valley, which is o y 20 
miles or so in length and probably h.ilf as 
wide. 
So far as we could tell, when in. 


our right senses, not a plant or living 
thing of any nature inhabited this valley. 
Yet we saw many lakes and rivers and 
foliage and birds and "water fowl which 
vanished as we proceeded and formed 
again beyond. 
We saw strange beasts 


coining toward us in all directions, whicfi 
made us restless and. the women o£ our 
party almost hysterical. 


Beyond we saw Indians In their canoes 


and thought to reach them, but they, too, 
vanished. . In their stead we saw a 
mountain rise in a lake of silver. Great 
birds of different hues seemed to hover 
over the lakes; beautiful trees, with fan- 
tastic forms, hung over the water. The 
mountain seemed to move, and as it 
moved its summit was crowned by a 
groat ball of blue fire, which was sur- 
rounded by a halo ot light. We were 
astonished to see the mountain. Hearing 
ns. Of course we knew It was am illu- 
sion, but when the mountain top appeared 
to break oft and to be falling upon us our 
norves were quite unstrung. The women 
were almost prostrated. 
We knew that 


a storm was brewing:, so we hastened 
bnck. Tho storm broke before we reach- 
•eel Dead Mnn's pass, the lightning flash* 
ing on nil sides of us, forming in crosses, 
stars, hfllos nnd other fantastic forms. 
Tho thunder crashed from wall to wall 
and scorned to tear tho mountains and 
tho very atmosphere. 


Upon leaving the valloy a feeling ot 


relief cfime to us, and we all agreed that 
if, it hnd not been named we certainly 
•woiild call It the "Jim Jam TaHty,"~Do- 
trolt E'rce Prew.

a wise makeshift: of nature which towers 
aloft and tries to lift the vital organs of 
the life—the leaves—out of harm's way 
and into purer air and brighter sunshine. 
Beneath the ground the strong roots and 
rootlutb have hundreds of eager, thirsty 
mouths which take nourishment from the 
earth. Water and mineral matter are 
carried upward by the process of capil- 
lary attraction to the leaves in the crown 
anel the branches for digestion and as- 
similation. A leafless tree stands little 
chance of living. Trees denuded of their 
leaves by caterpillars and other mis- 
chievous things are deprived of their 
stomachs and lungs at once. 


Every leaf on a tree is unceasingly in- 


dustrious day and night. Examine the 
linden leaf, or, in fact, any leaf will do— 
the truth applies to all—uud notice how 
its surface-is spread to catch the sun- 
shine. 
The underside of the leaf has a 


difU-ri'iit appearance. The tissue is ten- 
derer and a network of breathing pores. 
A section placed under the objective of 
tho microscope reveals tiny colls filled 
with a greenish liquid called chlorophjl, 
which plays an important part iu the 
domestic economy of the tree. When un-1 
digested food from the ground has been 
carried to the leaves, the chlorophyl 
seizes it, uud under the influence of sun- 
light changes it to nourishment. The 
chlorophyl nlso breaks up the carbon 
dioxide with which it comes into con- 
tact and, liberating tho oxygon, sends it 
out into the atmosphere. 


Digested food materials are carried 


from the lonves to all parts of the tree 
anel aid iu its growth. Loaves, as tho

How slight a thiug determines too af- 
fnPrs of nations! 
If the virgin beauties 


of New England had appealed to the 
fancies of those French navigators, the 
Jesuit aud Francescan monks might 
now be celebrating mass upon the altars 
and the vivacity of French manners 
would fill the now sober and sedate 
streets of Boston. 
These navigators 


mention "three or four rather promi- 
nent ieles," which were undoubtedly 
our Isles of Shoals. 


But the first record of any real value 


comes to us from the writings of one of 
the earliest and best friends which the 
New world had. 
Tomorrow, as you go 


out over the island upon which wo now 
are, yon will find on the extreme south- 
ly end the remnants of a monument, 
which was erected a goodly number of 
years ago in memory of Ilia first lord 
and proprietor of these isles, who was 
no less than Capt. John Smith of Pooa- 
hontas fame, 
Aud traditions have it 


that the ruinous cairn on the summit o) 
Appledore was built by him when he 
visited the islands in Kill. But be that 
as it may, this much is certain, Capt. 
Smith visitfid these itlund and upon his 
return to London a few years later, 
when New England waa divided in 
twenty parts for Capt. Smith and his 
associates, he writes sorrowfully as fol- 
lows: 


"But no part for me, but Smith's 


Isles, which are a many of barren rocks, 
the most overgrowne with such shrubs 
and sharp whins you can hsrjly pass 
them, without either grass or wood, 
but three or four short shrubby old 
cedars."
